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PREFACE 


Montana is known for its vast natural resources and scenic beauty. 
Recreational opportunities seem endless for those that are able- 
bodied. Barriers to accessibility are sometimes sought-after 
challenges which enhance the outdoor experience. But to people 
with disabilities, these barriers can deprive individuals of the 
chance to enjoy the same recreational privileges that make the 
quality of life in Montana so appealing. Section 504 of the 
federal Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as amended, guarantees 
Montanans, and other visitors, the right to equal access. 


This self-evaluation and transition plan is the first step by the 
Montana Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks to remove some of 
the most critical barriers which currently exist on our sites and 
in our various programs. it’ “is'not™~ fiscally’ or logistically 
feasible to make every site and program in our Department 
completely accessible. However, there are a number of important 
improvements we can and will make which will provide improved 
access and a better variety of choices for Fish, Wildlife and Parks 
recreation.

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I. INTRODUCTION 


The Montana Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks recognizes that 
all Montanans and visitors to the state have a right to recreation 
opportunities and access to recreational sites and facilities. 
Montanans with disabilities have the right to equal access 
guaranteed by Section 504 of the federal Rehabilitation Act of 
1973, as amended. 


People with disabilities have a need for recreation just as all 
citizens do. Their need is frequently greater due to health issues 
that prohibit or decrease other life choices and create a greater 
than normal amount of leisure time. The elderly, while they are 
not always disabled, face the prospect of decreased stamina, 
endurance and agility, and an increase of leisure time. The 
elderly and disabled citizens of Montana represent a large and 
increasing number of people who have the need for barrier-free 
recreational opportunities. 


Those who will benefit from accessible facilities and programs 
include a much larger group than those with permanent disabilities 
and the elderly. People who are temporarily disabled due to 
illness or injury, parents with young children, some pregnant 
women, people with less obvious disabilities such as back injuries 
and heart conditions, the very large and the very small, and even 
people who are able-bodied who enjoy using more well-developed 
facilities will all appreciate the convenience provided at 
accessible sites. 


-Montana's important tourist industry will benefit from the 
availability of publicized accessible recreational opportunities. 
Travelers who are disabled are keenly interested in utilizing 
accessible facilities. These tourists will often plan their travel 
itineraries around such sites. 


In response to this need and right, the Department has undertaken 
an in-depth study of its policies, programs, and facilities to 
determine its current status in meeting accessibility requirements, 
and to plan for necessary modifications and development. This 
study has three basic components: 


1. Self-evaluation; 
2. Transition plan for increasing accessibility; and 
3. Implementation of the plan. 


II. METHODS : 

The Department formed the Section 504 Accessibility Committee in 
March 1989. The Committee was composed of eight staff, people 
representing most of the divisions within the Department and a 


disability consultant. (Appendix A.) The divisions included: 
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Administration, Conservation Education, Field Services, Fisheries, 
Management Services, Parks, and Wildlife. The consultant, on staff 
with the Montana Independent Living Project in Helena, has 
expertise in the areas of disability awareness training, barrier 
removal, disability rights, and recreation. The consultant has a 
disability and uses a wheelchair. She was invaluable throughout 
the entire process. 


Regional coordinators were appointed to work with the 504 
Accessibility Committee. These individuals were trained on 
awareness and inventory techniques using the developed handbook. 
They acted as a contact point for field communication and provided 
quality control for site evaluations. It was decided that 
Department personnel should conduct the evaluations to obtain 
internal ownership for the product, rather than contracting the 
work. Separate forms and computer software were developed for the 
site evaluations and the programmatic evaluations. Computerization 
will facilitate updates as other sites are evaluated and transition 
plan targets are met. 


The major activities of the Department are addressed in detail in 
sections in this document and are as follows: 


Self-Evaluation 
a. Site Surveys 


The following activities were undertaken for site surveys: 
develop self-evaluation site survey forms; field test the 
survey forms; appoint Section 504 Regional Accessibility 
Coordinators within the Department; train the Regional 
Coordinators in use of survey forms; coordinate and conduct 
the survey process; and computerize and analyze the site data. 


Zc Programmatic Surveys 


The following activities were undertaken to_- survey 
Departmental programs: develop questionnaires for 
programmatic surveys, conduct intra-divisional discussions, 
conduct the surveys, and analyze the data. 


Transition Plan 


As the computerization of the site survey data was being completed, 
the Committee divided into two subcommittees--one to analyze the 
site survey data and one to analyze the programmatic survey data. 
Part of the process of developing policy statements included in the 
Transition Plan is to meet with Division Administrators and 
Regional Supervisors regarding the new policies the Committee is 
proposing. The draft plan will incorporate their comments and be 
reviewed by the Director and other Department staff. 
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Public Review of Plan 


The Committee will present the Plan for public review and comment 
during the last quarter of 1989. This process will include public 
meetings, presentations of the Plan to disability organizations, 
as wall as mailings to selected individuals, including the Disabled 
Resource Advisors, requesting their comments. Revisions will be 
incorporated after completion of the external review. 


Implementation of Plan 


Implementation of the Transition Plan will be the responsibility 
of the Department as a whole and coordinated by the Section 504 
Coordinator. 


III. SELF-EVALUATION 


Self-evaluation of the Department's programs and sites is required 
by Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as amended. The 
purpose of the self-evaluation was to inventory the Department's 
programs, areas, and facilities to determine existing accessibility 
to, and usability by, people with disabilities. 


In conducting its self-evaluation, the Department undertook various 
actions: survey of sites, survey of programs, training of 
personnel, consultation with disabled resource advisors, and 
development of the computer program for evaluating site surveys. 


A. Site Survey 


Site survey forms were developed by the Section 504 Accessibility 
Committee. Site surveys were conducted by the Regional Section 
504 Accessibility Coordinators throughout the state. 


For the Site Survey, the approach used for self-evaluation was 
based on a "Level of Accessibility" concept that defines degrees 
of difficulty of access: 


Level 1 - Accessible 
Level 2 Usable 

Level 3 Difficult 
Level 4 - Not Accessible 


For further explanation of these levels, refer to Appendix J. 

If a modification to the area is necessary (if it is a level 2, 3, 
or 4), then the following is used in assigning a modification 
ranking: 


A. Modification not necessary 
B. Can be easily modified 
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(QR Needs extensive modification 
D. Modification not recommended 


For further explanation of modification criteria, refer to Appendix 
K. 


The guidelines used served a dual purpose in that they were used 
both as criteria for judging levels of accessibility and as 
suggestions for improving recreational opportunities for people 
with disabilities. The Department administers over 500 sites 
statewide. Thirty percent of the total was surveyed as of 
September 1989. It is recommended that the remainder be surveyed 
over the next two years. 


Existing facilities were compared to a standard of total 
accessibility as defined in: the Uniform Federal Accessibility 


Standards; the American National Standards Institute, Inc.; and 
the sources as listed in the New Mexico state handbook, "Accessible 
Fishing: A Planning Handbook;" and the Nebraska state 


accessibility survey. 


To assist with and provide specific technical data and information, 
the New Mexico "Accessible Fishing" handbook was used as a resource 
document. Although this handbook was written specifically for 
fishing access, it was utilized to survey a broader variety of 
recreational areas and facilities. 


B. Program Survey 


The Programmatic Survey was developed and conducted by the 


Committee and additional staff. Programs and Department-wide 
support activities (such as enforcement, public relations, and 
personnel policies and practices) were surveyed. A copy of the 


program questionnaire that was used is attached as Appendix C. 


Cy Training 


Several types of training were undertaken during the self- 
evaluation: 


alge The consultant conducted disability awareness training 
for the Committee early in the _ process. Because the 
consultant was a participating member of the Committee, 
ongoing information, instruction and feedback were provided. 


After the survey forms were developed, the Committee members 
field-tested the survey on a day-long field trip. They 
conducted the surveys and simulated being disabled by using 
wheelchairs, crutches, canes, and blindfolds. This experience 
greatly increased their awareness of the barriers to people 
with disabilities. 
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AS The training of the Regional Coordinators was a two-day 
workshop conducted in Helena by members of the Committee. 
The major components of the training were disability 
awareness, presentations by several people with disabilities, 
disability simulation, instruction on conducting the survey, 
use of the Accessibility Manual, and an opportunity to field 
test the survey forms at a variety of sites near Helena. The 
outline for this training is included as Appendix D. 


Sie Training of the Design and Construction Bureau staff 
included disability awareness, disability simulation, 
information on site accessibility and modification. 


D. Disabled Resource Advisors 


A number of people with disabilities and disability organizations 
from across Montana served in a resource capacity to the Regional 
Accessibility Coordinators to assist them in the survey process. 
The disabled resources advisor list is included as Appendix E. 
These people were available upon request to do_- on-site 
consultations. The Department provided them with reimbursement 
for mileage and meals. 


E. Computer Program 


As the survey questionnaires were completed, the data were 
computerized. The data included the name of the site, its type, 
the current level of accessibility, and the level of modification 
needed. 


The data have been compiled in various forms. The first form 
(Appendix Fl), is raw data, a complete printout of all the 
questionnaires' answers to each particular element. The second 


portion (Appendix F2), has been printed in summary, indicating the 
summary for the various elements and the summary for the total 
site. This printout does not include sites that were not 
inventoried. The third printout includes modifications required 
(Appendix F3). This printout is by region and each region is 
subdivided into categories of site type. The last portion of the 
results of this survey is the written comments Appendix F4. These 
are taken verbatim from the questionnaire forms as submitted from 
the regions. Appendices Fl, F2, and F4 are available upon request. 
Appendix F3, Modifications Required, is attached. 


It should be noted that the selection of projects for site 
evaluation has been based on various criteria such as high use, 
location near populated areas, sites that lend themselves to 
accessibility modifications, sites which provide best possible 
balance statewide, both geographically and programmatically, and 
funding availability. These questionnaire summaries and proposed 
modifications will be referred to when projects are selected, based 
on criteria used by the Fisheries and Parks Divisions. 
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F. Existing Efforts 


The Department has already been conducting various efforts to make 
its sites and programs accessible to people with disabilities. The 
following are among the efforts already undertaken or underway in 
various divisions:

Conservation Education 


The Conservation Education Division's Hunter Education Program has 
provided classes for a limited number of Montana's disabled 
residents on a case-by-case basis. The Montana School for the Deaf 
and Blind has two staff members as certified instructors conducting 
firearm safety classes to their students. Throughout the state, 
other instructors have conducted classes for youth with physical 
disabilities, developmental disabilities, and learning 
disabilities. The majority of the classes are held in public 
buildings (schools, libraries, and fire halls) that are accessible. 


Fisheries 


The Department issues a disabled resident conservation license for 
$2.00, which allows a holder to fish. In the Fisheries Division's 
statewide Angler Survey, the senior, youth and disabled are 
included as a distinct group in the survey. This information will 
provide guidance and direction for future management and regulation 
decisions as they apply to specific interest groups. 
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Parks 
Camping is provided at a 50 percent discount to senior citizens and 
people with disabilities who possess the federal Golden Access 


Passport as proof of disability. In 1989 the State Disabled 
Conservation license was honored. 


Management Services 


Employment practices in the Department currently are in compliance 
with Section 504 regulations. 


Wildlife and Enforcement 


The Department currently has available a booklet entitled, "The 


Outdoors is for Everyone," designed to encourage people with 
disabilities to utilize and enjoy outdoor recreation. The 
Department also has 25 antelope permits available for qualified 
disabled hunters. A special discounted rate license is also 


available at a reduced rate with the purchase of a disabled 
resident license. Non-ambulatory hunters only are allowed to hunt 
from a vehicle and shoot from the shoulder of the road. These 
practices are prohibited for the able-bodied. 


These accomplishments were taken into account as part of the self- 
evaluation. As is explained in detail in the Transition Plan, 
additional Department-wide and division efforts are needed to 
supplement existing efforts. 


IV. TRANSITION PLAN 


The purpose of the Transition Plan is to formulate both long-range 
and short-range policies for the Department in regard to 
accessibility of its facilities and programs to people with 
disabilities. The Plan is a statement of new policies on access 
that will have a major impact on the future of accessibility in 
the Department. It is also a working document to determine annual 
and biennial plans for modifying existing facilities and sites to 
remove barriers, and new development incorporating accessibility 
standards. 


The Transition Plan consists of several components: 
ile Removing existing barriers at sites; 


7a Ensuring that programs and services are available to 
Montanans and visitors with disabilities; and 


3% Broadening the policies of the Department to include 
disabled access in plans for future program and site 
development. 
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It will require funding and employee time to achieve the policies 
and work items outlined in this transition plan. Many of the 
efforts will require relatively small amounts of time and money to 
achieve. Others, however, involve new work efforts that will 
require considerable funding. It will take several years and 
require approval from the Montana Legislature to accomplish major 
new projects. This has been taken into consideration in the 
preparation of Appendix G, which is a summary of activities to be 
accomplished and positions within the Department that have 
responsibility for accomplishment of the activity. (Completion 
dates will be added during the review process.) 


Modification of existing sites and the removal of barriers are 
essential, but only ae partial and temporary’ solution to 
accessibility. Accessibility will now be a determining criterion 
in Department policies and in plans for future program and site 
development. With the positive policy and position statements 
below, access to Montana's recreation sites, facilities, and 
programs will be ensured for all future Montanans, able-bodied and 
disabled alike. 


To that end, the Transition Plan includes policies and activities 
that are Department-wide. It also includes policies and activities 
that apply to specific divisions. 


A. Policies/Action Items to be Implemented Department-Wide 


The following are now Department-wide policies and action items 
designed to achieve accessibility for both programs and sites. A 
list of items to be accomplished and positions responsible are 
included in summary form in Appendix G. (Dates for completion will 
be added later during the review process. ) 


1. Accessibility a Criterion for Project Selection 


Accessibility to people with disabilities will be one of the 
determining criteria for project selection; project design; project 
funding; land acquisition by easement, lease or _ purchase; 
development; and program implementation. The Division 
Administrators will be responsible to assure handicapped 
accessibility is given consideration in future budget proposals. 


Choice of sites will be based upon the following guidelines: 


- High public use areas 

= Sites near populated areas of the state 

- Sites which lend themselves to accessibility modification 

= Sites which provide for the best possible balance 
statewide both geographically and programmatically 

- Funding availability 
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Capital projects that fit the above criteria will include 
appropriate accessible elements and be made accessible, where 
feasible. 


Sites which were evaluated for accessibility in summer 1989 and 
were recommended for accessibility development will be given 
priority for FY 1992-1993. 


2i¢ Survey All Remaining Sites 


All sites not surveyed in 1989 will be evaluated over a three-year 
period. A total of 55 percent of the sites will be surveyed by 
1990, 80 percent by 1991, and 100 percent by 1992. 


33 Headquarters to be Made Accessible 


The Helena and regional headquarters that do not meet standards 
will be made accessible. 


4. Facility Reservation and Enforcement 


Day use, camping, and parking sites reserved for people with 
disabilities, and which are signed and marked with the 
international symbol for accessibility, will be reserved for the 
exclusive use by people with disabilities. Other designated 
accessible facilities such as restrooms, fishing docks, and boat 
ramps will be available on a first-come, first-served basis. Boat 
unloading zones at some Fishing Access Sites designed for the 
handicapped will be developed. These will allow use by others when 
disabled are not using a site. 


The Department will adopt rules or seek legislation to establish 
authority to enforce the site reservation system. 


5. Section 504 Accessibility Coordination 


The Department Section 504 Coordinator, or his (her) designee 
will: 


-- Ensure implementation of this transition plan and compliance 
with the accessibility requirements mandated by federal and 
state law in all Department plans, projects, and programs with 
the assistance and support of the Director; 


-- Act as a liaison with disability organizations throughout 
Montana; 


-- Be responsible for the distribution of information pertaining 
to the Department's progress in providing for accessibility; 
and 


== Develop and maintain a current library of recreational 
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resources, sites, programs and equipment for the disabled in 
Montana and in other states. 


6. Resource Advisor Lists 


Each region will develop and biennially update a list of disabled 
resource people, their advocates, and interpreters for the deaf. 
These resource people can act as advisors and consultants on 
projects and programs and can consult on site modifications. The 
Department will consult with them regarding new programs and 
projects that people with disabilities can utilize or participate 
in. They can be participants in task forces to discuss specific 
recreation needs of people with disabilities and the elderly. 
Interpreters may be used upon request during public meetings or 
programs. 


Te Disability Awareness Training 


All permanent employees with supervisory responsibility and those 
who frequently work with the public will participate in a 
disability awareness training which will include information on the 
rights and laws regarding equal access by people with disabilities. 
Other employees will also be encouraged to attend. 


The basic training program will be developed by the Section 504 
Accessibility Coordinator and will include disability awareness 
training, information on laws, rights and needs of people with 
disabilities, and disability simulation whenever possible. This 
training will be provided annually for new staff members. Division 
Administrators and Regional Supervisors will be responsible for 
ensuring that new Helena and regional staff, including seasonal 
staff, receive training. Each division and region will be 
responsible for specific training for its own staff on 
accessibility as it pertains specifically to that division or 
region and its programs. 


8. Telephone Device for the Deaf (TDD) 


A Telephone Device for the Deaf (TDD) will be purchased and 
installed at the Helena headquarters. Each regional headquarters 
will have a TDD installed if use of the Helena TDD warrants it. 


9. Public Meetings 


Announcements of key meetings will be posted in several accessible, 
high-use locations as well as in the newspaper and on radio. 
Notices will be stated or written in easy-to-understand language 
(fourth grade level). 


Meetings will be held in accessible buildings. The meeting place 
will be clearly stated in announcements and clear directions to 
the specific room within the building will be provided. The 
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Department will encourage sportsmen groups to meet in accessible 
places, at least when the Department meets with them as part of 
their own regularly scheduled meetings. 


Each region will be responsible for surveying frequently used 
meeting places for accessibility, using the site survey forms if 
necessary, and keeping an up-to-date list of accessible meeting 
places. 


Meeting room set-up will be accessible. Sound equipment will be 
utilized if the room is large. Acoustics and lighting will be 
checked to provide best possible use by hearing and visually 
impaired persons. Displays will have large print and will be easy 
to read. Handout materials will be available in large (18 point) 
print at key public meetings. When meetings are recorded, the 
tapes will be made available. 


Presentations and printed material will be written or stated in 
easily understood language. 


A list of suggestions for setting-up and conducting accessible 
meetings will be produced. Facilitators and leaders will receive 
training concerning disability awareness and sensitivity issues. 


Should a request be made, an interpreter will be provided. If not 
available, information about the meeting will be provided in 
written form. 


10. Public Surveys 


A list of suggestions for conducting public surveys will be 
developed. All survey instructions and questions will be readable 
and easily understood. Surveys will be available in large print 
size (18 point) upon request. Oral surveys will also be available 
in written form if requested. 


Surveyors will receive information concerning disability issues, 
dealing with the difficulties the survey might impose, and advising 
people with disabilities about alternative methods for giving or 
receiving the information. 


All surveys will be reviewed to determine the feasibility of 
including questions directed to people with disabilities, asking 
for their comments and suggestions about their own use of sites, 
facilities, or programs. The data will be kept on file for future 
reference or use. 


11. New Programs 


All new programs will be developed to be as accessible as possible 
for users and staff. Training, materials, and instruction will 
meet accessibility standards as described in this document. 
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12. Transition Plan Update 


The Transition Plan will be reviewed and updated on a regular 
basis. 


B. Policies/Action Items to be Implemented by Specific 


Divisions 


In addition to Department-wide programmatic and site modifications 
to be accomplished, specific divisions are further responsible for 
accomplishing the following efforts and complying with the 
following policies. As with Department-wide items, these are 
designed to achieve accessibility for both programs and sites. A 
description of each item to be accomplished and the position(s) 
responsible are stated in summary form in Appendix G. (Completion 
dates will be added later.) 


> Conservation Education - Information and Education 


"Montana Outdoors" will promote accessibility for people with 
disabilities through articles on sites, programs, and facilities. 


All printed materials will be considered for large print (18 point) 
production. Key articles, regulations, and important public 
information will be available in large print upon request at the 
Helena and regional headquarters. Other publications will be made 
available in large print upon request if feasible. New and updated 
brochures will include information on accessible sites, programs 
and resources. 


With the assistance and coordination of the Department Section 504 
Accessibility Coordinator, blind persons will be asked to assist 
the Department in determining the best method of producing specific 
material for their use. Their input will be considered by the 
Conservation Education Division in the future. 


Selected new and existing films and videos will be captioned, where 
feasible, for the deaf community. Printed scripts of selected, 
high use films and videos will be made available upon request. 


All future productions of a non-technical nature will have easy- 
to-understand language (fourth grade reading level) if they are 
for use by the public. All public showings of films will be held 
in accessible buildings. (See public meetings section.) 


In Department education programs such as Hunter Education, printed 
materials will be accessible and usable. Films will be captioned 
or printed scripts will be available when possible. Instructor 
guidebooks and instructor training will include information on 
teaching people with disabilities. 
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Educational programs will be held in accessible facilities. 
Outdoor training areas will be chosen to provide the best possible 
access. (See public meetings section.) 


New displays and exhibits will be designed as accessible. There 
will be an increase in the number of tactile exhibits utilizing 
raised letters for the blind in selected high use areas and 
regional headquarters. 


2's Fisheries - Fishing and Boating 


One site used for fishing in proximity to population centers of 
10,000 or more will be made accessible to a Level 2 (easily 
modified). 


In regard to site maintenance, 10% of the sites per year will be 
targeted to be upgraded to Level 2 Accessibility (Usable) as 
defined in the DFWP Site Survey Handbook on elements rated "B" 
(potential good -- can be easily modified) on the accessibility 
survey. The goal will be to bring all necessary elements at 
selected sites to Level 2 Accessibility. Areas chosen will meet 
criteria listed in Section IV.A.1 of this document with the 1989 
surveyed areaS receiving highest priority. Sites will be 
identified in the annual work plans. 


Fishing regulations will be made available in 18 point print or on 


audio tape for the visually impaired. Selected films will be 
captioned. As brochures are written and edited, they will employ 
easy-to-understand (fourth grade reading level) language. Slide 


shows will have printed scripts available upon request. A fishing 
access brochure will be produced in conjunction with the Parks 
Division listing accessible facilities. 


Current fishing license policies will be reviewed as to how they 
apply to people with disabilities and make recommendations for 
improvement will be made. 


Project selection criteria is included in Appendix J. 


3. Management Services - Personnel and Employment 


The hiring policy will be amended to provide that, upon request or 
in cases where the pool of interviewees contains a handicapped 
individual, all interviews be held in accessible facilities; and 
an interpreter or reader be provided upon request at interviews. 


Helena area seasonal and temporary positions will be reviewed to 
determine possible suitability for people with disabilities. The 
Personnel Officer and Section 504 Accessibility Coordinator will 
consult with divisions as appropriate. 
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4. Parks - Historic, Natural, Recreation 


All Class I and II State Parks will be made accessible where 
feasible and where funding is available. 


In regard to site maintenance, 10% of the sites per year will be 
targeted to be upgraded to Level 2 Accessibility as defined in the 
DFWP Site Survey Handbook on elements rated "B" on _ the 
accessibility survey. The goal will be to bring selected sites to 
Level 2 Accessibility. Areas chosen will meet criteria listed in 
IV.A.1, with the 1989 surveyed areas receiving highest priority. 
Sites will be identified in the annual work plans. 


Brochures for programs will include information regarding access 


and use by people with disabilities. Regulations and other 
selected printed materials will be available in 18 point print upon 
request at Helena and Regional Headquarters. Films and public 


meetings will meet accessibility standards and goals listed in 
other parts of this report. 


Programs, such as the Snowmobile and the Montana Conservation Corps 
programs will meet accessibility standards and policies listed in 
other parts of this plan. 


Instructors, guides and other key personnel will receive training 
in disability awareness and program modification for use and access 
by people with disabilities. 


The Parks Division will encourage disability awareness in its 
dealings with local clubs, groups, travel promotion organizations, 
and business people who promote recreation programs. 


Project selection criteria will be available upon request (Appendix 
DW) ig 


5. Wildlife - Hunting and Wildlife Appreciation 


Accessible wildlife appreciation areas and interpretive displays 
will be developed for vehicular or non-vehicular travel at the 
following sites: 


Ninepipe - northwest sector; 
Freezeout - central sector; and 
Canyon Ferry - south central sector. 


The division will utilize disabled resource advisors on a task 
force to discuss how hunting can be made more available to people 
with disabilities. Their recommendations will be considered in 
future programmatic and site development plans. 
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Current hunting license and special permit policies will be 
reviewed as to how they apply to people with disabilities, and 
recommendations for improvements will be made. 


Hunting regulations will be available in 18 point print at regional 
and Helena headquarters and public libraries. Selected brochures 
will be available on tape. 


V. CONCLUSION 


The Montana Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks, and 
specifically the Section 504 Accessibility Committee have, through 
the process of the 504 Accessibility Study, come to a new awareness 
of the barriers which people with disabilities face every day. 
They have gained insight and appreciation of how a seemingly 
insignificant step, curb or slope can be an insurmountable, 
frustrating, and even dangerous obstacle to some people, while 
others face great difficulty in effectively communicating a need 
or asking a question about an activity in which they wish to 
participate. 


People with disabilities are people with abilities as well, and 
they have already effectively and often amazingly demonstrated that 
anything is’ possible. The elimination of architectural, 
environmental and attitudinal barriers within the Department will 
provide for endless recreational opportunities for all Montanans 
and this state's visitors. The Department is committed to 
providing equal access to Montana's vast recreational resources 
today and in the future.

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APPENDIX J 


LEVELS OF ACCESSIBILITY 


One of the purposes of area reviews is to determine the "level of accessibility" 
of the area as a whole and of the individual elements that apply. Levels of 
accessibility are determined by certain physical characteristics such as slope 
of paths, surface materials, and safety features. 


Area characteristics affect people with different disabilities in different 
ways. Levels of accessibility respond to those variations while increasing the 
range of opportunity for people with various disabilities and recreational 
preferences. All elements (parking lots, access paths, restrooms, etc.) should 
be made available at the designated level so that visitors can move easily from 
one activity to another at the same level of accessibility. Areas should be 
viewed as interrelated facilities rather than as separate components. 


Not every toilet, campsite, fishing spot, etc. on an area must be accessible. 
However, for an area to be accessible or useable, certain critical elements must 
be accessible in order for the area as a whole to truly be accessible. 


Levels of Accessibility: 


The following four levels of accessibility will be used in making an overall 
determination of level of accessibility of an area and in making determinations 
of accessibility for each of the various elements that apply to an area: 


Level 1 - Accessible 
Level 2 - Useable 

Level 3 - Difficult 
Level 4 - Not Accessible 


Level _ 1 - Accessible: 

Users 

Level 1 Accessible areas are useable by the greatest proportion of people with 
disabilities. Generally, the area is useable without assistance by all but the 
most severely disabled person. 

Guidelines 

Level 1 areas include a full range of interconnected accessible facilities and 


serve the purpose for which the area is intended. Applicable elements at the 


areas (buildings, restrooms) meet or exceed the American National Standards 
Institute (ANSI) criteria for accessibility. 
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Level 1 areas have the following characteristics: Areas have fully accessible 
and conveniently located toilets. There is accessible parking for both cars 
and vans with appropriate aisles and curb cuts. Pathways between the parking 
and recreation facilities are wide enough for a wheelchair and pedestrian to 
pass and are paved with a hard, smooth surface. Pathway edges are marked. 
Hazardous locations are marked with warning textures for people with visual 
impairments and protected by railings. Fishing areas, for example, have curbs 
and railings. Information includes signs at the entrance to the area, at the 
parking lot, and at accessible paths and facilities. In addition, literature 
is available that describes the area’s level of accessibility. 


Level 2 - Useable: 
Users 


The "average" disabled person can use a Level 2 area with occasional 
inconvenience, but should face no insurmountable obstacles or danger. Severely 
disabled or frail people may require assistance. 


Guidelines 


Level 2 areas are more challenging to visitors with disabilities than Level l 
areas. Accessible toilets are provided. Parking is available with appropriate 
access aisles, but pathways and ramps may have slopes steeper than the ANSI 
criteria, and surface materials, although firm, may be more difficult to 
traverse. Distances between facilities may be greater than in Level 1. Flat 
rest areas are provided less frequently. Trail edges are marked, but railings 
are limited only to potentially dangerous locations. 


Level 3 - Difficult: 
Users 


Level 3 areas are useable by athletically disabled persons without assistance, 
but the average person with a disability would need assistance. 


Guidelines 


Level 3 areas provide fewer facilities and more limited improvements for disabled 
people, and are more difficult to access than Levels 1 and 2. If toilets are 
provided at the area, at least one is accessible. Accessible parking and loading 
is provided. Pathways are wide enough for wheelchair use but may be unpaved and 
rough. Slopes of pathways are more challenging and level rest stops are 
infrequent and unimproved. Edges are differentiated only by texture changes 
except at dangerous locations where definite edge treatments are developed. 
Railings are not usually provided. 
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Level 4 - Not Accessible: 
Users 


Areas and area elements are generally not useable by or accessible to disabled 
people, even with assistance. 


Guidelines 
One or more of the most critical elements of an area, including restrooms, 
parking, access paths, and accessibility to the purpose of the area (such as to 


fish, boat, or camp) is lacking, thereby rendering the entire area inaccessible. 
Certain individual elements may be accessible, but the area as a whole is not. 
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APPENDIX K 
MODIFICATION CODES 
If a modification to the area is necessary (if it is a level 2, 3 or 4), then 


the following criteria should be used in assigning a modification ranking. If 
a site or element is accessible (level 1), it would be modification A. 


A. Modification not necessary.

Shooting Range Development Pilot Program 
Information Guidelines for Grant Applications 


Introduction 


The Montana Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks (FWP) strongly 
supports the development of safe, public shooting ranges. Ranges 
provide a training area for students enrolled in the state's hunter 
education program, and they encourage hunters and recreational 
shooters to improve their shooting skills. 


In the past, Montana's shooting ranges seemed to meet the public 
demand. However, many of these ranges have since closed due to 
health and safety considerations or private landowners' liability 
concerns. Montana's shooting and hunting public, through its 
elected representatives, is now requesting that the department use 
part of its Pittman-Robertson Fund allocation for shooting range 
development. 


Pittman-Robertson (P-R) funds are derived through the Federal Aid 
in Wildlife Restoration Act, which requires that an excise tax be 
charged on the purchase of firearms, ammunition and bowhunting 
tackle. P-R funds, which are reapportioned to the states, can be 
used to fund hunter education programs and shooting range 
development. 


In the past, Montana has not used P-R funds to support shooting 
range development. However, the 1989 Montana Legislature 
authorized the department to spend $150,000 in P-R funds to develop 
shooting ranges between July 1, 1989, and June 30, 1991. 

Many activities associated with range development qualify for 
funding. Projects that improve range safety, hunter education 
programs, and public use will be given highest priority. Such 
projects include, but are not limited to, the following: backstop 
berms, trap and skeet throwers, access roads and parking 
facilities, shooting stations, benches and covers, range fencing, 
equipment storage facilities, sanitary facilities, handicap 
accessibility enhancement, signs, power and water, and telephone. 


Recipients can use shooting range development grants to pay for up 
to 50 percent of the total cost of eligible project expenditures. 
Sponsors can match grant funds in several ways, including cash, 
materials, donation of land, and, in some cases, volunteer labor 
at a rate of $5.00 an hour, not to exceed 50 percent of the 
sponsor's share of funding. Sponsors may undertake projects 
needing large grants over a period of years. For example, phase 


I might include the construction of a backstop berm; phase II might 
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include constructing shooting station covers the next year.

Sponsors may 
charge the public a reasonable fee to use facilities made available 
by the project. FWP will determine whether a proposed fee is 
reasonable.

Any political subdivision of the state, a school district, a public 
or private shooting/sportsman's organization (with identifiable 
officers) or a governmental agency may apply for range development 
grants. Only applications submitted by an eligible sponsor will 
be considered. 


The sponsoring organization or group must pass and notarize a 
resolution approving the application for financial assistance, the 
project proposal, the sponsor's commitment to allow public and 
hunter education program use of the facilities, and certifying the 
sponsor's ability to provide matching funds (see attached example). 


9. Project Agreement 


Since shooting range development grants involve federal funds, a 
project agreement must include assurances that the sponsoring 
organization will adhere to and enforce applicable state and 
federal regulations (see Assurances -- Exhibit A):. These include, 
but are not limited to: 


i Se EEO standards 
a Section 504 -- access for the handicapped. 


In addition, the project agreement must include the following: 
A. Documentation that the sponsoring organization is 
eligible to receive federal funding. 


B. Statement of Indemnification and Claims Against the State 


-- The shooting facility is the responsibility of the 
sponsoring organization and shall be operated in a 
reasonably safe manner. The State of Montana, Fish and 
Game Commission, Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks 
and its agents and employees shall be indemnified and 
held harmless from any liability concerning’ the 
facility's use. 
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The sponsoring organization must maintain liability 
insurance which meets coverage limits established by FWP. 


Assurance of Compliance -- The sponsoring organization 
agrees to maintain accurate and complete expenditure 
records of all project costs and to provide such records 
to FWP for verification. 


Equipment or materials purchased with grant funds will 
be devaluated at ten percent per year, up to ten years. 
Any unused reimbursed money will then be transferred to 
the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service.

Each application must include a Project Resolution signed by the president or 
similar governing entity that indicates the application is an approved action 
by the organization's governing board. All project Resolutions must be 
notarized.

"During the performance of this contract, the contractor agrees as follows: 


1. 


"The contractor will not discriminate against any employee or applicant 
for employment because of race, religion, color, sex, or national 
origin: The contractor will take affirmative action to ensure that 
applicants are employed, and that employees are treated during 
employment, without regard to their race, creed, color, sex, or national 
origin. Such action shall include, but not be limited to, recruitment 
or recruitment advertising; layoff or termination; rates of pay or other 
forms of compensation; and _ selection for training, including 
apprenticeship. The contractor agrees to post in conspicuous places, 
available to employees and applicants for employment, notices to be 
provided by the contracting officer setting forth the provisions of this 
nondiscrimination clause. 


"The contractor will, in all solicitations or advertisements for 
employees placed by or on behalf of the contractor, state that all 
qualified applicants will receive consideration for employment without 
regard to race, religion, color, sex, or national origin. 


"The contractor will send to each labor union or representative or 
workers with which he as a collective bargaining agreement or other 
contract or understanding, a notice, to be provided by the agency 
contracting officer, advising the labor union or workers’ representative 
of the contract's commitments under Section 202 of Executive Order No. 
11246 as amended (3 CFR 169 (1974)), and shall post copies of notices 
in conspicuous places available to employees and applicants for 
employment. 


"The contractor will comply with all provisions of Executive Order No. 
11246, as amended, and the rules, regulations, and relevant orders of 
the Secretary of Labor. 


"The contractor will furnish all information and reports required by 
Executive Order No. 11246, as amended, and by the rules, regulations, 
and orders of the Secretary of Labor, or pursuant thereto, and will 
permit access to his books, records, and accounts by the contracting 
agency and the Secretary of Labor for purposes of investigation to 
ascertain compliance with such rules, regulations, and orders. 


"In the event of the contractor’s noncompliance with’ the 
nondiscrimination clauses of this contract or with any of such rules, 
regulations, or orders, this contract may be cancelled, terminated, or 
suspended in whole or in part and the contractor may be declared 
ineligible for further Government contracts in accordance with 
procedures authorized in Executive Order No. 11246, as amended, and such 
other sanctions may be imposed and remedies invoked as provided in 
Executive Order No. 11246, as amended, or by rule, regulations, or order 
of the Secretary of Labor, or as otherwise provided by law. 


"The contractor will include the provisions of Paragraphs (a) through 
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(g) in every subcontract or purchase order unless exempted by rules, 
regulations, or orders of the Secretary of Labor issued pursuant to 
Section 204 of Executive Order No. 11246, as amended, so that such 
provisions will be binding upon each subcontractor or vendor. The 
contractor will take such action with respect to any subcontract or 
purchase order as the contracting agency may direct as a means of 
enforcing such provisions, including sanctions for noncompliance: 
Provided, however, that in the event the contractor becomes involved 
in, or is threatened with, litigation with a sub-contractor or vendor 
as a result of such direction by the contracting agency, the contractor 
may request the United States to enter into such litigation to protect 
the interests of the United States. 


Farmlands Protection 


The Sponsor will comply with the Farmlands Protection Policy Act of 1981 (7 U.S.C. 
4202, et seq.) and any applicable regulations (7 CFR Part 658) which established 


compliance procedures for any federally assisted project which will convert farmlands 
designated as prime, unique or statewide or locally important, to non-agricultural 
uses. 


Financial Management 
The Sponsor will comply with the applicable requirements and policies of: 


OMB Circular A-102, "Uniform Requirements of Assistance to State and Local 
Governments," or any equivalent procedures and requirements that the Department may 
prescribe. The circular is the basis for a number of specific requirements on the 
financial management and record keeping of funds provided through this Agreement. The 
directive applies to cash depositories, bonding and insurance, record keeping, program 
income, property management, procurement, closeout, audit, and other requirements; 


OMB Circular A-87, "Cost Principles for State and Local Governments;" and 
OMB Circular A-128, "Audits of State and Local Governments." 

Floodplain Management and Wetlands Protection 
The Sponsor will comply with: 


Executive Order 11988, May 24, 1978: Floodplain Management (42 F.R. 26951, et seq.) 
The intent of this Executive Order is to (1) avoid, to the extent possible, adverse 
impacts associated with the occupancy and modification of floodplains and (2) avoid 
direct or indirect support of floodplain development wherever there is a practical 
alternative. If the Sponsor proposes to conduct, support or allow an action to be 
located in the floodplain, it must consider alternatives to avoid adverse effects and 
incompatible involvement in the floodplains. If siting in a floodplain is the only 
practical alternative, the Sponsor must, prior to taking any action: (1) design or 
modify its actions in order to minimize a potential harm to the floodplain; and (2) 
prepare and circulate a notice containing an explanation of why the action is proposed 
to be located in a floodplain; 
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Executive Order 11990, May 24, 1977: Protection of Wetlands (42 F.R. 26961, et seq.) 
The intent of this Executive Order is to avoid adverse impacts associated with the 
destruction or modification of wetlands and direct or indirect support of new 
construction in wetlands, wherever there is a practical alternative. The Sponsor must 
avoid undertaking or providing assistance for new construction located in wetlands 
unless there is no practical alternative to such construction and the proposed action 
includes all practical measures to minimize harm to wetlands which may result from such 
use; and 


The Flood Disaster Protection Act of 1973, Public Law 93-234, 87 Stat. 975, approved 
December 31, 1973. Section 102(a) required, on and after March 2, 198\74, the purchase 
of flood insurance in communities where such insurance is available as a condition for 
the receipt of any federal financial assistance for construction or acquisition 
purposes for use in any area that has been identified by the Secretary of the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development as an area having special flood hazards. 
The phrase "Federal financial assistance" includes any form of loan, grant, guaranty, 
insurance payment, rebate, subsidy, disaster assistance load or grant, or any other 
form of direct or indirect Federal assistance. 


Historic Preservation 


The Sponsor will comply with: 


Section 106 of the National Historic Preservation Act of 1966 (16 U.S.C. 470, as 
amended) through completion of the procedures outlined in Procedures for the Protection 
of Historic and Cultural Properties (36 CFR 800) and Determinations of Eligibility for 
Inclusion the tional Regis Hist Places, (36 CFR 63). Compliance with 
these procedures should include: 


ue consulting with the State Historic Preservation Office (SHPO) to identify 
properties listed in or eligible for inclusion in the National Register of 
Historic Places that exist with this Agreement’s area of potential 
environmental impact; and 

25 consulting, as needed with the SHPO, Keeper of the National Register of 
Historic Places, and the Advisory Council on Historic Preservation to evaluate 
the significance of historic or prehistoric properties which could be affected 
by work under this Agreement and to determine how to avoid or mitigate adverse 
effects to significant properties from project work. 


Executive Order 11593, Protection and Enhancement of the Cultural Environment, (16 
U.S.C. 470); the National Register of Historic Places (36 CFR 80); the Archaeological 
and Historic Preservation Act of 1974 (P.L. 93-291, 16 U.S.C. 469 a); the 


Archaeological Resources Protection Act of 1979 (P.L. 96-95); and the National Historic 
Preservation Act Amendments of 1980 (P.L. 96-515). 


Labor Standards 


The Sponsor will comply with all applicable federal and state wage and hour rules, 
statutes and regulations, and warrants that all applicable federal and state fair labor 
standards provisions will be obeyed, both by the contractor and any subcontractor hired 
by the contractor. 
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Pursuant to the provisions of Executive Order 11246, the Sponsor will refrain from 
entering into a construction contract with a contractor who has been "debarred" by the 
federal government. 


The Sponsor will comply with the: 


Copeland "Anti-Kickback" Act (18 U.S.C. 874). This act provides that each contractor 
or subgrantee shall be prohibited from inducing, by any means, any person employed in 
the construction, completion, or repair of public work to give up any part of the 
compensation to which he is otherwise entitled. The Sponsor will report all suspected 
or reported violations to the Department; 


Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards Act (40 U.S.C. 327 et seq.). According to 
the Act, no contract work may involve or require laborers or mechanics to work in 
excess of 40 hours in a work week, unless compensation of not less than one and one- 
half times the basic rate is paid for the overtime hours. If this Act is violated, 
the contractor or subcontractor is liable to any affected employee for unpaid damages 
as well as to the United States for liquidated damages; and 


Federal Fair Labor Standards Act (29 U.S.C.S. 201 et seq.). The act requires that 
covered employees be paid at least the minimum prescribed wage, and also that they be 
paid one and one-half times their basic wage rate for all hours worked in excess of 
the prescribed workweek. 


Pesticide Usage 


The Sponsor will comply with the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act 


(7 U.S.C. 135 et. seq.), as amended by the Federal Environmental Pesticide Control] Act 
of 1972 (86 stat. 973). The intent of these acts is to ensure that federal funds are 


not used for the application of any pesticide unless it is applied in conformance with 
these acts and the U.S. Department of the Interior policy (517 DM 1.1) 


Subcontracts 


Pursuant to the requirements of OMB Circular A-102 Attachment 0, the Sponsor will not 
use the cost plus a percentage of cost and percentage of construction cost method of 
contracting. 


Where applicable, the Sponsor will incorporate the following contract conditions in 
subcontracts paid in whole or in part by funds from this Agreement: 


a) The seven paragraph Equal Employment Opportunity clause of Executive Order 
11246, contained in the Equal Opportunity section of this Exhibit, shall be 
included in its entirety in all contracts in excess of $10,000. 


b) Contracts for other than small purchases as defined in OMB Circular A-102, 
Attachment 0, Section 1l.a, shall contain provisions or conditions which will 
allow for administrative, contractual, or legal remedies in instances where 
contractors violate contract terms, and shall provide for such sanctions as 
may be appropriate. 


c) All contracts in excess of $10,000 shall contain suitable provisions for 
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termination by the Sponsor including the manner by which it will be effected 
and the basis for settlement. In addition, such contracts shall describe 
conditions under which the contract may be terminated for default, as well 
as conditions where the contract may be terminated because of circumstances 
beyond the control of the contractor. 


d) All contracts and subcontracts for construction and repair shall include a 
provision for compliance with the Copeland "Anti-Kickback" Act. 


e) Where applicable, all contracts in excess of $2,000 for construction contracts 
and in excess of $2,500 for other contracts which involve the employment of 
laborers or mechanics shall include a provision for compliance with the 
Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards Act. 


f) All negotiated contracts (except those awarded by small purchase procedures) 
shall include a provision that the State, the Department, the Sponsor, the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, the Comptroller General, or any of their duly 
authorized representatives shall have access to any books, documents, papers, 
and records of the contractor which are directly pertinent to that specific 
contract for the purpose of making audit, examination, excerpts, and 
transcriptions. Contractors shall maintain all required records for three 
years after the Department makes final payments and all other pending matters 
are closed. 


g) Contracts in excess of $100,000 shall require compliance with all applicable 
standards, orders, or requirements issued under Section 106 of the Clean Air 
Act, Section 508 of the Clean Water Act, Executive Order 11738, and 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) regulations at 40 CFR Part 15, which 
prohibit the use under non-exempt Federal contracts, grants, or loans of 
facilities included on the EPA List of Violating Facilities. The contractor 
shall be required to report violations to the Department and to the USEPA 
Assistant Administrator for Enforcement. 


Water Quality 
The Sponsor will comply with: 


the Federal Water Pollution Act of 1972, as amended, including Section 508 of the Clean 
Water Act of 1977, Public Law 92-212 (33 U.S.C. Section 1251, et seq.) which provides 
for the restoration and maintenance of the chemical, physical and biological integrity 
of the nation's water; 


Executive Order 11288, July 2, 1966: Prevention, Control and Abatement of Water 
Pollution by Federal Activities; and 


the Safe Drinking Water Act of 1974 (42 U.S.C. Section 201, 300(f) et seq. and U.S.C. 
Section 349), as amended, particularly Section 1424(e) (42 U.S.C. Section 300H-303(e)) 


which is intended to protect underground sources of water. No commitment for federal 
financial assistance can be entered into for any project which the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency determines may contaminate an aquifer which is the sole or principal 
drinking water source for an area. 
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Wildlife 
The Sponsor will comply with the: 


Endangered Species Act of 1973, as amended (16 U.S.C. 1531 et seq.). The intent of 
this Act is to ensure that all federally assisted projects seek to preserve endangered 
or threatened species. Federally authorized and funded projects must not jeopardize 
the continued existence of endangered and threatened species or result in the 
destruction or modification of habitat of such species which is determined by the U.S. 
Department of the Interior, after consultation with the state, to be critical; and 


Fish _and Wildlife Coordination Act of 1958, as amended, (U.S.C. 661 et seq.) which 
requires that wildlife conservation receives equal consideration and is coordinated 
with other features of water resource development programs. 


Wild and Scenic Rivers 


The Sponsor will comply with the Wild and Scenic Rivers Act of 1968, as amended (16 
U.S.C. 1271, et seq.). The purpose of this Act is to preserve selected rivers or 
sections of rivers in their free-flowing condition, to protect the water quality of 
such rivers and to fulfill other vital national conservation goals. Federal assistance 
by loan, grant, license or other mechanism can not be provided to water resources 
construction projects that would have a direct and adverse effect on any river included 
or designated for study or inclusion in the National Wild and Scenic River System. 
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The Montana Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks receives federal 
funds and prohibits discrimination on the basis of race, color, 
sex, age, national origin, or handicap. For information or
